in the ropes, and he was whirled suddenly 
into the air. 
'For a moment lie hung with 


bis head downwards, when tbe ropes got 
disentangled, nnd he fell a distance it is 
computed, of 120 feet. 
A farmer and his 


son who were in n field close by, came lo 
bis assistance, and he was found to be 
sensible, but be soon after became uncon- 
scious. He wns •rtmoved to Scotshouse, 
the residence of Mr. H. L.-Pntlison, when 
he was immediately attended by'a surgeon 
and though he'fellthe ftarluldistance men- 
tioned, it is hoped he will recover.
